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Several  years  ago  following  a  discussion  of 
Korea,  Father  Peter  Damian  Holzer  realized 
that  so  many  of  today's  college  students  were 
just  pre-school  age  tots  when  World  War  II 
was  over.  He  felt  these  students  were  lacking 
an  appreciation  of  the  heroism  of  this  country's 
great  men.  With  this  in  mind,  an  all-out  cam- 
paign and  search  was  made  for  patches,  in- 


signia, crests  and  medals  possible  of  being  col- 
lected. He  felt  that  gathering  real  ones  would 
provide  more  meaning  to  the  students  and 
capture  greater  interest. 

Now  Father  boasts  of  a  military  collection  of 
twenty-five  thousand  pieces  and  has  the  school 
coin  collection  with  coins  dating  as  far  back  as 
390  B.C. 


Father  Landry  Genosky,  here  pictured  with  fel- 
low member  Carl  Landrum,  has  been  one  of  the 
most  active  members  of  the  unique  Tri-State  Civil 
War  Round  Table  and  has  served  for  the  last  two 
years  as  its  permanent  secretary. 

There  are  sixty-nine  such  Round  Tables  in  the 
United  States.  The  purposes  of  the  local  group  are 
serious  study  of  the  Civil  War,  collecting  and  pre- 
serving Civil  War  data,  and  educating  others  on 
local  Civil  War  events. 

The  Tri-State  Round  Table  holds  a  unique  posi- 
tion. Situated  on  the  Mississippi,  bordering  three 
States  whose  records  afford  much  untapped  source 
material,  this  club  has  been  able  to  make  some  out- 
standing contributions  to  Civil  War  lore. 


As  a  favorite  hobby,  Harold  Imming  and 
John  Klinger  spend  many  week-ends  explor- 
ing caves.  There  are  about  three  hundred 
caves  in  Illinois  and  Missouri,  with  a  good 
portion  in  the  Quincy  College  area. 


Harry  and  John  consider  spelunking  an  art 
in  itself  and  they  receive  much  satisfaction  in 
observing  the  vast  stage  of  ages  before  them 
in  every  stalactite  and  stalagmite. 


Linda  Griffin,  a  junior,  has  been  engaged 
enthusiastically  in  the  chorus,  dance  band,  or- 
chestra, wind  ensemble  and  concert  choir. 

Her  talents  became  evident  in  still  another 
area  —  composition!  In  a  creative  effort, 
Linda  originated  her  "Lullaby,"  for  lower 
grade  children.  Later  she  transposed  the  song 
into  a  higher  key,  and  it  was  played  and  sung 
publicly  for  the  first  time  with  the  college  cho- 
rus performance.  The  choir  concert  sang  the 
melody  on  its  annual  tour  —  with  the  initial 
road  performance  at  Linda's  home  town  of 
Teutopolis. 
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Dr.  Lavern  Wagner,  head  of  the  College  music  pro- 
gram, built  a  small  harpsichord,  as  an  accompanying  in- 
strument. Casework  of  solid  walnut  was  done  by  the 
College  cabinet  maker,  Gene  Niehaus.  Other  music  fac- 
ulty members  and  students  lent  a  hand  in  laying  touch 
on  the  keyboard,  adjusting  the  jacks,  stringing  and  tun- 
ing. 

The  construction  of  the  instrument  gave  students 
actual  experience  with  the  harpsichord  mechanism  and 
a  new  insight  into  Baroque  music  in  general. 


Father  Owen  Blum,  O.F.M., 
Ph.D.,  published  his  doctoral 
dissertation  on  Saint  Peter 
Damian  and  his  teachings  on 
the  Spiritual  Life  in  1947.  That 
same  year  he  was  elected  to 
membership  in  The  Medieval 
Academy  of  America.  Since 
that  time  a  number  of  schol- 
arly articles  have  appeared 
under  his  name. 

Now  Father  Owen  is  prepar- 
ing the  book  The  Age  of  Leo 
IX,  one  of  the  volumes  in  the 
series.  The  Pages  Through  His- 
tory, discussing  the  Papacy 
from  1000  to  1072.  Soon  to  be 
published  by  Newman  Press, 
the  work  will  concentrate  on  a 
critical  point  in  the  emergence 
of  the  reformed  and  reforming 
papacy  —  an  era  that  created 
harmonious  and  dissonant  vi- 
brations to  the  present  day. 
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Father  Erhard  Kuester,  O.F.M.,  M.S.,  has  become 
well  known  and  appreciated  because  of  his  work  in  the 
Physics  department.  He  has  also  taken  a  studied  interest 
in  the  college  print  shop. 

In  the  last  year,  Father  Erhard  added  an  offset  press 
and  a  linotype  machine  to  his  shop.  He  has  been  turning 
out  first  class  printing  jobs  of  all  descriptions — from  the 
printing  of  the  English  Club's  annual  magazine  to  tickets 
for  organizational  dances.  All  his  work  bears  a  professional 
look. 


Father  Gabriel  Brinkman,  O.F.M.,  Ph.D.,  started  this  year  an 
honors  course  for  juniors  and  seniors  called  "The  Search  for  Amer- 
ica." The  study  encourages  thought  and  discussion  on  the  chief 
problems  facing  the  United  States,  ranging  over  the  areas  of  foreign 
policy,  domestic  issues,  interpersonal  relations  and  basic  philosophy. 

Filmed  interviews  are  used  as  a  starting  point  for  the  discussions. 
The  discussions  themselves  have  been  conducted  by  invited  faculty 
specialists,  in  addition  to  Father  Gabriel.  / 


Father  Francis  B.  Steck,  O.F.M.,  Ph.D.,  Lector  Genera)is  Jubilatus, 
has  for  some  years  been  a  research  professor  at  Quincy  College  in  the 
field  of  history. 

For  fourteen  years  before  his  retirement,  Fr.  Steck  was  on  the  faculty 
of  the  graduate  school  at  the  Catholic  University  of  America.  His  recent 
authoritative  book,  Marquette  Legends,  is,  in  the  words  of  Dr.  Ray 
Billington  of  Northwestern  University,  "intellectually  stimulating,  a 
work  of  meticulous  learning  of  a  sort  all  too  rare  today."

Order.  They  represent,  1  to  r  1 )  the  Apostolic  Blessing  conferred  by  His 
Holiness  Pope  John  XXHH;  2)  a  photograph  of  the  Order's  General, 
the  Most  Rev.  Augustine  Sepinski,  O.F.M.,  with  a  special  blessing  be- 
low it;  3)  the  highest  academic  award,  lector  generalis  jubilatus,  given 
by  the  Order  seven  years  ago. 
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Father  Jovian  Lang,  O.F.M.,  M.S.,  publishes  an  an- 
nual, 350  page  book,  every  copy  of  which  he  knows  will 
be  read.  It's  printed  in  Latin,  called  the  Ordo,  and  gives 
all  the  rubrics  for  the  daily  offering  of  Holy  Mass  and 
the  Divine  Office.  The  work  is  one  of  responsibility — a 
mistake  could  mean  that  thousands  of  Franciscans  in  the 
United  States  are  saying  their  prayers  incorrectly  that 
day. 

Father  Jovian  has  also  translated  the  section  referring 
to  the  Mass  into  English  so  that  persons  attending 
churches  of  the  four  types  of  Franciscans  can  use  this  di- 
rection to  follow  the  services  closely. 


Jocli  Kolar  and  Judith  Finley  both  took  academic 
trips  abroad  to  enrich  their  college  studies. 

Under  the  guidance  of  the  Institute  of  Euro- 
pean Studies,  Miss  Kolar  was  transformed  from 
a  Ouincy  College  coed  into  a  six  month  wanderer 
and  student  of  European  things.  Now,  fourteen 
countries  and  countless  experiences  later,  she  loves 
to  speak  to  others  who  have  travelled  and  mu- 
tually renew  the  thrills  of  the  adventure. 

Miss  Finley  visited  Mexico  as  an  experiment  in 
international  living.  Travelling  with  a  group,  she 
found  that  the  highlights  of  the  trip  were  visiting 
Indian  ruins,  shopping  in  open  air  markets,  and 
journeying  over  half-paved  roads  and  bridgeless 
rivers.
